RE: Budget Adjustment Ordinances 
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In accordance with the City’s Budget Adjustment Policy, requests for budget 
adjustments must be submitted to the Controller's office by March 1, June 1, 
September 1, and November 1. Attached are an ordinance and resolution detailing 
those requests submitted by November 1. They have been approved by the 
respective Division Head, the Controller, and the Mayor. 


1. Transfers within departments 


a. 


The Personnel Dept. requests a transfer of $11,000 from 4100’s to 
4200’s and 4300’s. Funds are available due to not hiring a Labor 
Relations Specialist in 1993. The funds are needed for labor 
relations legal expenses and copying of new personnel manual. 


The Controller requests a transfer of $410 from 4100's to 4400's to 
properly classify a computer purchase. 


Animal Control requests a transfer of $9,800 from 4100's to 4200’s 
and 4300’s. Funds are needed for door repair, fencing and garage 
expenses. 


The Street Light Dept. requests a transfer of $60,000 from the 
4400's to 4200's and 4300's. Fixed equip. purchases not made, 
amounts needed for inventory, contract repair. 


The Economic Development Dept. requests a transfer of $10,150 from 
the 4100’s and 4300's to the 4400's to purchase a computer and 


printer. 


The Internal Audit Dept. requests a transfer of $1,000 from the 
4300's and 4400's to the 4200's to purchase software and hardware 


upgrades. 


The Solid Waste Dept. requests a transfer of $4,800 from the 4300's 
to the 4400's to purchase computer equipment. 


The Police Dept. requests a transfer of $100,000 from the 4100's to 
the 4200's and 4300's. Funds are available due to not being fully 
staffed in 93. Funds would be used for garage expenses. 


C & ED requests a transfer of $3,000 from the 4100's to the 4300's 
in order attend the Urban Unrest Conference and computer training 
classes. 


The Clerk's Office requests a transfer of $2,000 form the 4300's to 
the 4400’s to purchase typewriter, computer and software. 


The Police Pension Fund requests a transfer of $1,000 from the 
4300's to the 4400's to upgrade computer. 


The Traffic Engineering Dept. requests a transfer of $2,799 from the 
4300's to the 4400's to cover additional charges for roof repair. 
Original request was for $15,000. 


The Street Dept. requests a transfer of $50,000 from the 4100’s to 
the 4200’s for bituminous materials needed due to severe pothole 
problem. Funds are available due to not being fully staffed in 93.

Additional Appropriations 
a. 


The Law Dept. requests an additional appropriation of $15,000 for 
legal fees on several cases. 


Insurance reimbursements for not-at-fault accidents must be 
appropriateđ to be spent. The Police Dept. received $3,585 and the 
Traffic Engineering Dept. received $206. The amounts will be spent 
in special not-at-fault repair lines.
